Rules for the Allotment and Occupation ofGovernment Servants 
Quarters Attached to the Government Engineering Colleges , 
Polytechnics and other Institutions under Technical 

Education Department 
1 . Short title . These rules shall be called the rules for allotment 
and occupation of Government Servants quarters attached to the 
Guverunient Engineering Colleges , Polytechnics and other Technical 
Institutions Kerala . 

2. Extent of application. These rules shall apply to all residential 
buildings under the control of the Heads of the Government Engi 
neering Colleges, Povi cinics and other Technical Irstitutions . 

3. Definitions. - In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant 
to the subject or context: 

(i) " Quarter " means buildings constructed leased or acquired 
by Government for being let out to Government servants for their 
residence on payment of rent, which are under the control of the 
Heads of Institutions of Government Engineering Colleges, Poly 
technics and other Technical Institutions or the Director of Technical 
Education as the case may be. 

( ii) “ Applicant” means a Government servant who is eligible 
for allotment of a quarters and who submits an application for 
allotment of quarters in the form prescribed (Vide Appendix -II) . 

( iii) " Allottee " means a Government servant to whom 
quarters has been allotted by competent authority but not occupied . 

( iv ) " Occupant” means an allottee who takes possession of 
the quarters duly allotted to him after completing all formalities 
required as per these rules. 

( v ) . " Head of Institution " means the Principal of the Govern 
ment Engineering College, Polytechnics , Superintendents of J. T. 
Schools or the Director of Technical Education as the case may be. 

( vi) " Rent” means monthly rent payable by the occupant 
for the quarters as specified these rules. 

( vii) " Standard rent” means the rent fixed for a quarters by 
the P. W.D. and got approved by Government based on its capital 
cost and other aspects as laid down in the relevant rules issued in 
that behalf. 

( viii ) " Pay ” means pay as defined in Rule 12 ( 23 ) Part-i of. 
K. S. R. 

( ix ) " Family " for the purpose of these rules include officer s 
wife husband, children , step children residing with him her . 

4 . (a ) Eligibility .- ( 1 ) The Government quarters are intended 
for allotment to the staff ( Teaching and Non - Teaching ) of Govern 
ment Engineering Colleges , Polytechnics and J. T. Schools who do 
not have their own accommodation facilities in the place of duty . 
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( ii) Quarters shall be allotted only to those officers who do 
not have residential buildings within a radius of 15 ( fifteen ) kms. 
from the College, either in their own names or in the names of their 
wives husbands as the case may be or in the names of their unmarried 
sons daughters whether inherited or purchased or obtained o iher 
wise, including that under any hire purchase scheme. 

( iii) Non availability of own accommodation facilities shall 
be clearly and specifically stated in the relevant column in the appli 
cation for allotment of quarters. In case it is subsequently detected 
that the statement iii the application form in this regard is not 
true to facts, the allottee shall be liable to pay from the date of 
occupation of the quarters penal rent at three times the rate of 
standard rent fixed for the quarters and to eviction under the provi 
sions of the Kerala Public Buildings (Eviction of unauthorised occu 
pants ) Act , 1968 and the rules made thereunder , from the quarters 
forthwith and in addition , the allottee shall also be liable for disci 
plinary action under the relevant rules. 

(iv ) In case any allottee or occupant of Government quarters 
subsequently acquires or obtains residential buildings in any manner 
referred to in para 4 ( a ) the fact shall be forthwith intimated by 
the allottee occupant to the Head of the Institution and the occupant 
shall without fail vacate the quarters within one month from the 
state on which the occupant acquires or obtains such residential 
buildings. Occupation beyond the date of expiry of the said month 
will be treated as unauthorisce cccupation and the allottee or occu 
pant shall be liable to the penalties envisaged in these rules . 

( v ) Failure to give timely intimation mentioned in clause ( iv ) 
shall make the allottee occupant liable to pay penal rent from the 
date of acquiring or obtaining such residential buildings till the date 
of vacating the Government quarters buildings, at three times the 
rate of standard rent fixed for the quarters buildings in addition to 
the other penalties including disciplinary action . 

(b ) Persons who are not eligible for quarters (i) Unmarried 
Officers. 
Note : If vacant quarters are available requests from un . 

married officers can be considered for the allotment of 
quarters on condition that the quarters should be 
vacated on fifteen days notice from the Head of the 
Institution for being allotted to an Officer having a 

family . 
(ii) Officers who are not paid from the consolidated fund of 
the State Government and who are not the niembers of the staff of 
the Institution Teaching and non -teaching , 
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Note : If vacant quarters are availablo requests from ofcers of 

other Government Departments may also be considered , 
but such officers will be required to vacate the quarters 
on one month s notice if the quarters is required subse 
quently for the use of staff members of the institution 

concerned . 
( iii) Officers who have been evicted from the quarters due 
to violation of rules or other grounds . 

(iv ) Officers who own a house in their own names or in the 
name of their wives husbands as mentioned in Rule 4 ( a ) (ii) . 

(v ) Persons borne on contingent establishment|daily wages / 
work charged . 
Explanation : Married persons whose wife husband is no more or 

is legally separated , but having dependent child or 

children will be eligible to occupy the quarters. 
(vi) Person whose wife or husband has already been allotted 
quarters elsewhere . 

5. Type of Quarters Eligible for . – For the purpose of allotment 
the quarters are classified into various types as given in Appendix -I. 

6. Allotment of Quarters.- ( 1 ) The application for allotment of 
quarters shall be made in the form in Appendix - II to the Head of the 
Institution who shall verify the correctness of the information furni 
shed in the application..If , on scrutiny, the application is found to be 
defective, it shall be intimated to the applicant to rectify it within 
seven days and if he complies with the directions it should be con 
sidered as valid application . All valid applications shall be counter 
signed (with date ) by the Head of the Institution . 

( 2 ) All the valid applications shall be registered in a register 
of Applications. If more than one applications are received for a 
specific type of quarters on the same day priority shall be given to 
the applicant who has been working at the place for longer period and 
even that being equalmore than one case , the applicant who is older. 

( 3 ) Separate Registers or separate folios in a single book in 
the Form in Appendix - III shall be maintained for each type of 
quarters. A separate Register shall be maintained for registering the 
applications which have priority in allotment and such applications 
shall be registered in both the Registers simultaneously . 

( 4 ) An applicant or occupant who due to promotion or other. 
wise , becomes eligible for a higher type of quarters , may submit 
fresh application for that type of quarters and shall be eligible for 
allotment of that quarters in the normal course according to the 
seniority in that group . In the case of an applicant he/she will have 
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Olaim to get the original typo of quarters applied for , when his her 
turn comes in the normal course. In the case of an occupant ho 
will be allowed to continue to occupy the quarters till the time he is 
allotted a higher type of quarter . 

( 5 ) Quarters shall be allotted as soon as it falls vacant. In no 
case shall the allotment of a house be delayed for more than a week 
of its falling vacant. 

(6 ) The quarters shall be allotted strictly in accordance with 
the priority of applications in the respective group ie. according to 
the priority of applications from the respective grades of oficers 
for the type of quarters they are eligible for. 

( 7 ) The allotment orders shall be in the form given in 
Appendix -IV to be issued by the Head of the Institution . The 
liability on the part of the allottee for payment of rent for quarters 
commences after 7 days from the date of allotment crders or the 
date of occupation whichever is earlier . If by any chance the allottec 
does not require the quarters allotted to him he she shall intimate 
the fact to the Head of the Institution within three days of the date 
of alloment order . If such intimation is delayed, the allottee sha !! 
be liable to pay the rent of the quarters upto the date on which such 
intimation is received subject to the minimum of one month s rent. 
Note : The applicants should intimate the Head of Institution on 

writing, if their applications are to be cancelled , due to 
their transfer to another station , or promotion to 
Cadre making them not eligible for the quarters or any 
other circumstances making them not in need of the 
quarters. All such intimations shall be routed through 
their heads of offices with copy direct to the Head of the 

Institution who is the allotting authority . 
( 8 ) An officer to whom the quarter is allotted should occury 
the same within 10 days of the date of receipt of allotment order 
failing which the allotment shall be cancelled and the building 
allotted to the next applicant without intimation to the original 
Eliottee . The original allottee shall, however, be liable to pay rent 
at the minimum period of one morth . 

( 9 ) Applicants who are on leave or availing vacation at the 
time of issue of allotment orders shall be permitted to pro ong tho 
actual occupation of the quarters till they rejoin duty if they so 
request in writing to the allotting authority . The advance rent jave 
able shall be remitted within the time fixed and their liability to 
pay the rent of the quarters will commence after one week of the 
issue of allotment orders . 

( 10 ) In case where the officers of the Grade prescribed for 
particular type of quarters, as laid down in Rule 5 are not available 
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or where they do not require accommodation in quarters, the fact 
being intimated to the Head of the Institution in writing, then such 
quarters may be allotted to other officers of a higher or lower grade , 
if any, who apply for such allotment, until an officer of the particular 
grade eligible for the particular type of quarters becomes available 
and applies for allotment of the quarters. In the event of receiving 
such application , the allotting authority shall give notice to the then 
occupant of the quarters to vacate the quarters within one month 
of the receipt of such notice allotting to him . The occupant 
(occupying the ineligible quarters ) shall vacate the quarters within 
one month of the receipt of the notice to vacate the quarters . The 
quarters shall then be allotted to such applicant or applicants on 
the basis of priority of application . If such applicant happens to be 
one who on any previous occasion did not want accommodation in 
the quarters and intimated the fact in writing to be allotting 
authority his application shall not be entertained and no real lotment 
of quarters as contemplated here shall be made in favour . If a 
lower type of quarters is allotted to a higher grade officer , the rent to 
be realised shall be 7.5 % of the pay of the Officer , from time to time or 
the standard rent whichever is lower and if a higher type of quarters 
is allotted to a lower grade officer, the rent to be realised shall be 
7.5 % of the pay of the officer from time to time or standard rent, 
whichever is higher. 
7. If an occupant due to reversion or 

other reasons , 

becomes 
ineligible for the type of quarters allotted to him her , but only to 
any of the lower type he/she may submit a fresh application for the 
type of quarters for which he she is eligible. He she shall be per 
mitted to continue to occupy the quarters provided he/she is willing 
to pay the standard rent of 7.5 % of the pay in the revised scale cal 
culated at the rate of pay he /she was drawing immediately before the 
reversion ; whichever is higher . If he she is not willing to this, he 
she shall immediately vacate the quarters and wait for his her turn 
for allotment of the quarters to which he she is eligible for in the 
normal course . 

8. The Head of the institution in charge of the buildings shall 
maintain a register of the allottees with details of the date of 
occupation , the date on which the building is vacated , rent collected , 
list of equipments fit cings etc. The head of the Institution shall 
inform the Audit Officer of the occupancy of the quarters from time 
to time. 

9. Priorities for allotment of quarters will be available to the 
following : 

( 1) Government servants who are wives of Jawans serving in 
border area and who were killed in action or reported missing (to 
be certified by proper Military authority ) . 
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(2 ) Officers who are physically handicapped ( to be certified by a 
Medical Officer not below the rank of an Assistant Surgeon Assistant 
Professor belonging to the particular speciality ) . 

(3 ) Ten per cent of the quarters inclusive of the special priori 
ties mentioned in Rule 9 shall be reserved for allotment to members 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and equal 
opportunity shall be given to applicants belonging to Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes . 

( 4 ) Government servants who have entered into Inter- Caste 
marriage ( This should be certified by a Revenue Officer not below 
the rank of a Tahsildar ) . 
Notes : Priority for classes 1, 2 , 3 and 4 shall be 1 : 1 with other 

non -priority applicants . 
10. The following quarters shall be reserved exclusively for allot 
ment to the following categories of emergency staff . 

Type No. I (2 Nos.) One Water pump Mechanic & or Watchman . 
Type No. III ( 1 No.) One Head Accountant. 
Type No. IV ( 1 No.) One Junior Superintendent. 
Type No. V ( 1 No.) One Senior Superintendent. 

Type No.VI or VII ( 1 No.) Head of the Institution . 
11. ( i) An agreement in Appendix - V shall be executed by 
the allottees of the quarters before the quarters are actually occupied 
by them . 

(ii) The lease agreement to be executed shall be on plain paper 
the stamp duty being payable by the Government. The Head of the 
Institution in charge of the quarters shall be competent to accept the 
agreement on behalf of the Governor of Kerala and these agreements 
shall be recorded in his office , duly numbered and entered in а 
separate Register of Agreements .. 

12. Electric current charges and water charges where such ameni 
ties are available shall be payable by the occupants direct to the 
Kerala State Electricity Board , P. H. E. D. or other bodies maintain 
ing such system . 

" An allottee shall deposit one month s rent payable by him her 
or one month s standard rent whichever is lower before occupying 
the quarters . This amount shall be refunded to him /her after 
deducting the dues to Government, if any and cn production of a non 
liability certficate from the concerned authority when he she vacates 
the quarters . 
Note : The meter reading as on the date of occupation will be 

noted and the occupant shall be responsible for payment 
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towards further consumption charges . If, in the first 
bill received , any charges pertain to the period of occu 

pancy of the previous occupant, the Head of the Insti 
tution concerned shall collect the proportionate amount 
due from the occupant and settle the bill meeting the 
difference from the advance deposited by the previous 

occupant. 
13. ( i) The occupants shall provide their own furniture, other 
required materials and electric bulbs. 
Note : Where any items of furniture is provided by Government 

rent for the same as fixed by Government, shall be pay 
able by the occupant in addition to the rent of the 
quarters. In such cases no option shall be available for 
the occupant for non pa ;met of additional rent on the 
plea that such furniture is not used upon required by the 

occupant. 

( ii) An inventory of articles available in the quarters shall 
be prepared iu duplicate by the Head of the Institution concerned and 
signed by the occupant and the Head of the Institution as soon as 
the allottee occupies the house. The original of the inventory shall 
be kept by the Head of the Institution and the duplicate by the cccu 
pant. The occupancy shall be responsible for all articles included 
in the inventory until they are handed over to the Head of the Institu 
tion at the time of vacating the quarters and an unqualified acknow 
ledgement obtained for the same. 
Note : If any articles are lost or damaged , while in the custody 

of the occupant the cost thereof shall be recovered from 
the occupant as if it is arrears of rent. The cost of 
articles shall be fixed by the Head of the Institution at 
book value or market value whichever is higher plus 
ten per cent centage. After the requirement of the rules 
are duly fulfilled the key of the quarters shall be handed 
over to the allottee by the Head of the Institution 

concerned . 
14. The occupant shall keep the quarters and premises neat and 
tidy and shall be liable to make good any damages to the building 
and its installations caused during his her occupancy other than by 
normal wear and tear. Damages caused due to carelessness 
inadvertence of the occupant shall be repaired departmentally and 
cost recovered from the occupant as if it is arrears of rent. 

15. ( 1 ) Rent payable by the occupant of the quarters shall be 
7.5 % of his pay in the revised scale or the standard rent whichever 
is lower or the amount fixed in accordance with the rules in force 
from time to time. 


or 
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Explanations: (i) The above rate will take effect from 1-9-1974 . 

For the purpose of this rule, the definition of 
pay occuring in Rule 12 (23 ) K.S.R. Part - I shall 
be basis for reckoning the pay for calculation of 
the rate of rent. 
( ii) The rate of monthly rent prior to 1-9-1974 
is at the rate of 10 % of his/her pay or standard 
rent whichever is less . This pertains to the rate of 
recovery of 

arrears . In case of those who 
remained in prerevision scales of pay, the recovery 
of rent will be affected as ordered in G. O. ( P ) 

139 |76 |Fin dated 17-5-1976 . 
( 2 ) If the husband and wife are Government Servants and 
residing in the quarters the rent payable shall be calculated on the 
basis of the pay of the person drawing higher rate. However, the 
rent shall be payable by the person in whose name the quarters are 
allotted . The allottee in such case shall intimate the Head of the 
Institution the change in the rates of pay of himself herself as well 
as his wife her husband. Both the occupants shall be held jointly 
and severally responsible for payment of rent and other requirements 
of these as far as applicable to them . 

( 3 ) House ren t allowance shall be denied only to the allottee 
of the quarters whether it is the husband or the wife as the case 


may be. 


( 4 ) The standard rent shall be fixed at 8 % (Eight per cent) of 
the capital cost of the building. 
Explanation : For calculating the standard rent for the purpose 

of this rule, capital cost of a building shall be

(5 ) Payment of rent or arrears thereof shall be made by short 
drawal in the salary bills of Officers to whom quarters are allotted . 

(6 ) In the case of the occupants who proceed on leave or are 
placed under suspension , the rent payable may be 7.5 % of a complete 
month s pay drawn by him /her immediately before he she proceeds 
on leave or is placed under suspension or standard rent, whichever 
is lower, and the amount shall be realised from his her leave salary 
or subsistance allowance as the case may be. In case no leave 
salary or subsistance allowance is payable to the occupants, the rent 
payable shall be recovered from the occupant in cash or as detailed 
in Rule 30 . 

16 . ( 1) A Government servant occupying the quarters when 
transferred from the station shall vacate the quarters within a period

of one month from the date of handing over charge on transfer. The 
Government may consider the request for grant of extension of time 
for occupation of the quarters on merits and grant extension the 
extent necessary . 

In the cases of such continued occupation with Government 
permission beyond six month from the date of transfer of the Govern 
ment Servant occupying the quarters , payment of standard rent in 
advance before 5th of every month shall be realised . Action shall 
be taken for eviction of the occupants after the extended period . 
Note : This rule shall not apply if the quarters are occupied by

( 2 ) Government servants occupying the quarters who retire from 
service shall vacate the quarters on the date of retirement. If they 
however wish to continue occupation on account of unavoidable 
circumstances they shall apply to the Head of the Institution suffi 
ciently early and in any case before fourteen days prior to the 
date of retirement. The Head of the Institution may consider the 
request for grant of extension for a period not exceeding six months 
in all or till the end of the academic year , ie., 30th April whichever is 
earlier . No further extension shall on any score be allowed . Action 
shall be taken for the eviction of the occupants after the extended 
period . If the request of the Government Servant for continued 
occupation is granted they shall pay the standard rent in advance 
before 5th of every month and also shall give an undertaking in 
writing to the Head of the institution to the effect that they shall 
be liable to the dues to Government if any being recovered from 
their pension , in case they fail to pay the dues . If the occupant 
continues occupation of the quarters unauthorisedly after the date 
of retirement, action shall be taken to evict him /her. 

( 3 ) "There occupancy terminates due to retirement or other 
causes , the officer s last pay shall be disbursed only on receipt of the 
certificate of the Head of the Institution to the effect that no rent 
is due from the officer. Receipt of this certificate shall also be a 
condition for the issue of non - liability certificate to or on behalf of 
the officer before final settlement of his her retirement benefits or 
payment of gratuity |pension to family . 

( 4 ) In case an officer goes on long leave for more than six 
months, previous, sanction of Government shall be obtained for 
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the continued occupation of the quarters. In such case rent shall 
be calculated and realised at the rates prescribed in rule 15. For 
the purpose of this rule the amount of pay drawn by the officer 
immediately before the commencement of leave shall be the basis 
for determining the amount of rent to be realised from the Officer . 

(5 ) In the event of the death of allottee of the quarter s the 
maximum period of continued occupation by the husband or wife or 
a very near relation who is not a Government servant working in the 
same Institution is fixed as six months in all or till the end of the 
acadamic year whichever is earlier from the date of death of the 
allottee . In such cases rent shall be realised based on the last pay 
drawn by the allottee of the quarters . 
Note : Very near relation is definded as follows : "Mother or 

father or daughter daughters cr sonsons who are 

wholly dependent on the allottee . 
The Heads of Office shall ascertain from the persons working 
under them and occupying quarters whether they have left any arrears 
of rent or other dues and show such amount in L.P.C. issued to 
Accountant General after retirement of the Officer for settling their 
terminal dues , if the individual concerned does not pay the dues 
before that. 

17. Whenever possible the occupant shall give advance informa 
tion to the Head of Institution concerned about vacating of quarters . 
Normally this period shall be 30 days in advance of the proposed 
date of vacating . In any case a minimum period of seven days shall 
be insisted on . If any occupant surrenders the keys , without any 
advance notice he she shall be liable to pay the rent, for another 
seven days also . The notice of vacating the quarters shall be sent 
to the Head of the Institution concerned specifying the date on which 
the quarters are proposed to be vacated . 

(i) The Head of the Institution concerned shall arrange to 
verify the condition of the quarter s and other amenities provided 
therein jointly with the occupant if possible, with reference to the 
list prepared in duplicate signed by the occupant and the Head of 
the Institution and one copy kept by each . If any damages or losses 
are noticed the fact should be noted in the charge papers. These 
shall be assessed by the Head of the Institution within one week and 
for making action for recovery from the occupant. 

(ii) The occupant shall produce the latest bill and relative 
receipt in support of payment of electric current charges and water 
charges to the Head of the Institution at the time of vacating the 
quarters . The meter readings as on the date of vacating siiall then 
be taken by the Head of Institution and the amount yet to be paid 
by the occupant worked out, The occupant shali pay such amount 
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to the Head of Institution at the time of surrendering the key and 
obtain proper receipt. This shall be credited to " deposits” in the 
P. D.Account of the Institution and payment of electric current and 
water charges, when the bills are actually received , arranged by 
the Head of the Institution by drawing from deposit amount. 
Balance, if any, will be refunded to the occupant after settling all , 
liabilities. If the amount recovered is found inadequate, the 
difference shall be met from the advance rent available in deposit 
and that too is insufficient the required amount shall be met initially 
by the Head of the Institution from Government fund and subsequ 
ently recovered from the occupants as detailed in rule 30 . 

18. The demand statement for recovery of rent should normally 
be prepared by the head of the office by the 20th of each month . If 
due to any reason , the demand statement is not prepared in time, 
the head of office shall effect the recovery based on the previous 
month s demand statement. 

( 1 ) It wolud be incumbent upon the head of the office to recover 
the amount as shown in the demand statement. If there is any real 
error or mistake in the demand made, it may be pointed cut after 
effecting the recovery and got adjusted in the subsequent demands. 

(2 ) The advance rent paid by the occupant shall not normally 
be adjusted towards rent due. It shall be refunded only on the 
basis of a certificate from the Head of the Institution concerned to 
the effect that no liabilities are outstanding from the occupant, after 
the quarters are vacated and key and other articles handed over . 

19. If any occupant, contravenes any of the provision of these 
rules or conditions in the agreement executed by him /her it shall be 
lawful for the Head of the Institution to cancel the allotment of 
quarters made to him her . A memo to this effect will be sent to the 
occupant setting forth the irregularities noticed , by the Head of the 
Institution and the occupant shall vacate the quarters, within 30 
days of the date of such mema, 

20. If the occupant fails to vacate the quarters within the time 
allowed by rule 19 , the Head of the Institutions shall inform the 
occupant about the irregularities committed by him her and get 
his her statement as a reply. The occupant shall be bound to submit 
his her reply within 7 days of the receipt of the show cause notice. 
If the reply is not found to be satisfactory, the Head of Institution 
shall serve the notice of eviction to the party . 

( 1 ) The Head of the Institution shall issue orders of eviction to 
the occupant as expeditiously as practicable and direct him to vacate 
the quarters within a week and produce clearnce certificate to that 
effect. If the occupant fails to vacate the quarters and produce the 
certificate within a week the Head of Institution shall issue orders 
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placing the occupant under suspension with immediate effect or if he 
is not competent to place the officer under suspension he shall 
immediately take action to get the orders of the authority competent 
to do as and in any case the suspension orders shall take effect from 
the date after a week on which the eviction orders are served to the 
occupant. 

( 2) The employees under suspension shall be reinstated in 
service only on receipt of a clearance certificate from the Head of the 
Institution in charge of the quarters. He she shall be deemed to 
have been reinstated in service on the day following the day of the 
production of certificate . 
Note : (i) The period of suspension may be regularised by the 

authority competent, as eligible leave, excepting casual 
leave . 
(ii) If the occupant fails to vacate quarters with 
reasonable time evenafter placing him her , under suspen 
sion , action shall be taken to evict the occupant under 
the provisions of the Kerala Pubilc Buildings (Eviction 
cf Unauthorised Occupants ) Act, 1968 and the rules 
made thereunder . 

(iii) For the period of stay in the quarters beyond the 
date permitted by rule 19, rent at three times the 

normal rates will be recovered from the occupant. 
21. An appeal shall lie against the orders of eviction before the 
Director of Techanical Education and Government in the ( Higher 
Education Department ) . But filing of such an appeal shall not in 
any way empower the occupant to continue to occupy the quarters 
unless permission to do so in specifically granted by the Appellate 
Authority . If , however, the Director of Techanical Education the 
State Government after examining the facts of the case, set aside 
the orders of eviction appellant shall be eligible for registration and 
shall be allotted quarters falling vacant ie., in perference to all other 
registered applicants. 

22. If any occupant commits voilation of any of these rules and 
the cancellation of allotment and eviction from quarters , is not con 
sidered necessary , the Heads of Institutions shall initiate disciplinary 
proceedings against the occupant, in consultation with the Director 
of Technical Education , wherever necessary . The Heads of 
Institution shall initiate disciplinary proceedings as per the Kerala 
Civil Servants ( Classification , Control and Appeal) Rules, and award 
appropriate punishment if the occupant is found guilty . 
Note : ( 1 ) Warning is not treated as punishment. If the 

charges are provel one of the punishments specified in 
the K.C.S. ( C.C. & A ) Rulcs shall be awarded . 
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( 2 ) The Head of the Institution shall intimate the 
Director of Techanical Education about the outcome of 
the disciplinary proceedings and the final finding of the 

case in due course. 
23 . ( 1 ) The quarters shall not on any account be sublet, nor 
shall it be shared with anybody without the written permission 
of the Head of Institution . Even in case where such permission 
was granted , the liablity for payment of rent shall rest on the person 
to whom the quarters is allotted . 

( 2 ) In the event of the death of either the husband or wife 
(allottee of the quarters ) occupying the same quarters with the 
family ie ., husband and wife with children , the quarters shall be 
allotted to the surviving person (husband or wife ) in case he/she 
is also a member of the staff of the Institution . 

( 3 ) In the event of the transfer of either the husband or 
wife (allottee of the quarters) occupying the quarters with family , 
ie., husband and wife with children , the quarters may be reallotted to 
the other person (husband or wife ) occupying the same quarters in 
case he/she is also a staff member of the Institution and continue to 
work in the same Institution evenafter the transfer of the allottee. 

24. ( 1) The occupant shall not make any additions , alterations 
or repairs to the quarters or any of the installations therein , even at 
their own cost. Repairs or replacements required shall immediately 
be brought to the notice of the Heads of the Institutions for further 
action . Electrical wiring, pipes laid etc., shall not be interfered or 
tampered with . 

( 2 ) Additional amenities like installation of telephones , 
ceiling fans, etc., at the cost of the occupant, can be provided only 
under written permission of the Head of Institution . 
Note : The occupants may put up at their cost temporary fence 

within the area of the compound if any set apart for 
the quarters, for protecting garden or other vegetable 
cultivation from stray animals for which no special 
sanction is required . But this may be done in consulta 

tion with the Head of the Institution concerned . 
( 3 ) The occupant while living in quarters shall conduct himself 
decently without in any way causing inconvenience to the neighbours . 
Unnecessary quarrels , state of drunkenness or other undesirable 
behaviour shall be treated as misconduct and such occupant shall be 
liable to be evicted on such grounds alone, without notice . 

25 . (1 ) Without prejudice to any of the provisions contained in 
these rules or any other rules prescribed in this behalf, the Govern 
ment shall have the right : (a ) to refuse to register any particular 
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applicant ; or (b ) to terminate any allotment already made, without 
assigning any reasons and in the latter case , the occupant shall 
forthwith vacate the quarters and surrender possession as laid down 
in these rules. No appeal shall be entertained on such orders. 

These rules are issued in supersession of all previous orders , if 
any, issued in the matter , and the occupants who have been allotted 
quarters already, in pursuance of the rules then in force, shall be 
deemed to be governed by these rules hereafter . 

These rules shall be supplementary to the relevant rules in 
Kerala Financial Code, the Kerala Public Works Account Code and 
the Kerala Public Works Department Code and subject to the 
general rules regarding fixation of rent of Government quarters 
framed by Government in this behalf from time to time. 

26. The occupants shall keep the Head of Institution informed 
of changes in their pay, station , address and such other events like 
transfer, promotion etc., during the period of their stay in the 
quarters . 
Note : When the occupant proceeds on leave , tour etc., for more 

than two weeks and leaves his headquarters with family 
the fact shall be intimated to the Had of the Institution , 

in writing. 
27. The occupant may reside in the quarters without his her 
family or keep it locked up for a maximum period of 3 months for 
l easons like hospitalisation or other treatments, conception , vacation 
etc. This period may be extended upto six months in exceptional 
cases ; with the permission of the Head of the Institution in writing. 
But if such instances exceed six months the quarters will be vacated 
und the key and other articles properly handed over, as provided 
in these rules. Failure to do so shall entail eviction as well as depart. 
mental disciplinary proceedings. 

28. Liabilities, if any, left by an occupant while vacating the 
quarters shall be assessed and finalised within seven days of the date 
of vacating . If the amount of liability is more than the advance 
vient available with the Head of the Institution a special demand 
shall be issued immediately . The amount as per the special demand 
shall be recovered in cash from the pay of the occupant and remitted to 
the Head of the Institution by the Drawing Officer. If the occupant 
has left on transfer , the amount due shall be intimated to the 
new head of office in writing. But if such instances exceed six 
months the quarters shall be vacated and the key and other articles 
properly handed over , as provided in these rules. Failure to do so 
shall entail eviction as well as departmental disciplinary proceedings . 
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Note : Postal commission for remitting the amount recovered 

by M.O. to the Head of the Institution shall be met from 

the office contingencies of the Head of the Office concerned. 
29. The applicant , allottees and occupants as well as past occu 
pants of the quarters , shall be liable to be governed by these rules 
as well as any other rules and conditions prescribed by Government 
in this behalf from time to time. 

30. Notwithstanding anything contained in the above said 
provisions, any amount due to Government from any occupant or 
past occupant, shall also be recovered from his her properties 
movable or immovable under the Revenue Recovery Act for the time 
being in force, as though they are arrears of land revenue, or in any 
other manner as the Government may deem fit . 

31. Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules , the 
Government shall be competent to terminate the allotment without 
assigning any reason whatsoever and the occupant shall , thereupon , 
vacate the building within one month of the receipt of notice of 
termination . 

32. Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules , Govern 
ment may in deserving case , dispense with or relax the provisions 
of any rule to such extent or subject to such conditions as they may 
deem fit .

3. : When the standard rent of a residence has been calculated 
minor additions and alterations may be made without the rent of 
the residence being increased , subject to the foliowing conditions 
namely : 

( a ) the total cost of such additions and alterations shall not 
exceed 5 per cent of the capital cost on which the standard rent was 
last calculated , and 

( b ) such additions and alterations shall be made within five 
years after the last calculation of the standard rent.

on which the standard rent was last calculated , the standard rent 
shall be recalculated with effect from the 1st April, next following 
or from the date upon which a new tenant becomes liable for the 
payment of rent whichever is earlier.

rent of a residence shall be recalculated on the expiry of five years 
from the date of the last calculation , and the recalculation shall take 
effect from such other date as the Government may direct. 

5. For the purpose mentioned in Rule 1 above in this appendis , 
expenditure incurred on such works as 

( a ) Raising , levelling, and dressing sites ; 
1. (b ) Construction of revetnent, retaining walls , compound 
walls , fences and gates ; 
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( e ) Storm water drainage; and 

(d ) approach roads and paths within the compound shall be 
regarded as expenditure on the preparation of a site and the follow 
ing shall be regarded as fittings namely : 

( i) Electric Fittings : 

( a ) Lamps of all kinds ( excluding bulbs ) . 
( b ) Fans, including switches and regulators, the hire 

of which is not charged separately . 
( c ) Electric heaters and water heaters which are fixed 

to walls, floor or ceiling ; and 
( d ) Electric lights. - 
( ii ) Sanitary and water supply fittings: 
(a ) The capital cost of howsoever calculated , shall not 

take into consideration . 
( i) any charge on account of establishment and 

tools and plant other than such as were actually 
charged direct to this work in cases in which 
the residence has been constructed by Govern 

ment; or 
( ii) in other cases , the estimated amount of such

(b ) The capital cost should be the work outlay

issued to or used in the work . 


7. For the purposes mentioned in Rule 1 ( b ) above , the present 
value of a residence , including is subsidiary buildings and of the 
site on which it stands, shall be estimated by a P. W.D. Officer of 
rank not lower than an Executive Engineer nominated in that behalf 
by the competent authority viz ., the Government or the Chief 
Engineer or the District Collector who shall determine the present 
value of the residence and of the site. 

8. When a garage is provided for a particular residence (whether 
within or without the compound or premises ) its capital cost should 
be, included in the capital cost of the residence for the purpose of 
assessment of standard rent. Where this condition is not fulfilled , 
rent for the garage should be charged separately. 


9. Government may , for reasons which shculd be recorded make 
suitable reduction in the capital cost of a residence for the purpose of 
calculating the standard rent : 

( a ) When a portion of the residence is set aside by the

AWARD 
This is an industrial dispute referred to this Court for adjudication by 
the Kerala Government by order No.G.O. (Rt.) 1137/78 dated 17-7-1978 . 
The issue referred is the following : 

“ Reduction in wages of Sri K. Thankappan , Blacksmith " . 

The Union has filed a claim statement saying: Sri K. Thankappan was 
a Blacksmith under the opposite party and he was being paid Rs. 12.50 
per day and Rs. 75 consolidated on every month . The opposite party has 
illegally reduced the wages due to him from 1-1-1977 by paying at the rate 
of Rs. 12.50 per day only . A series of conferences were held by the District 
Labour Officer and the Deputy Labour Commissioner for settling the dispute , 
but they failed due to the adamant stand taken by the Management. The 
reduction in wages to the tune of Rs. 75 per month made by the manage 
ment from 1-1-1977 is illegal and unjust. From 14-10-1977 he was also 
denied employment, for which separate conciliation proceedings are 
going on . 

Inspite of innumerable opportunities granted to the opposite party he 
has not filed his written statement. Finally on 10-9-1979 the opposite party 
and his counsel were absent and he has not filed written statement also . So 
the case was adjourned for ex -parte evidence to 11-9-1979. Today when the 
case was taken up the opposite party applied for time for adducing evidence . 
That application was rejected by me as the opposite party has not filed his 
written statement so far. The Union and its counsel were also absent and 
no ex - parte evidence was adduced . 

In the above circumstance I am inclined to believe that the parties have 
come to some settlement and that must be the reason why they have not 
turned up; the advocates in the absence of their parties could not do any 
thing better. 

I therefore find that there is now no industrial dispute pending between 
the parties for adjudication by this Court and pass an award accordingly .

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AWARD 
1. This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to 
this court for adjud.cation regarding the deai.l of e.noby.n :nt t (1 ) Sci 
Pola Kunhiramin , (2) Sci M. Srealhira 1, ( 3) Sri B Sreedharan , (4 ) 
Sri P. V. Kunhiraman , (5 ) Sri C. Chandran and (6 ) Sri Varath Kunhi 
ramın , with effect from 27: 2-1976 as pec G. O. Rt. No. 413 /77 /LBR dated 
28-4-1977 . The case wis tako i on file an I notices issued to 

both par.ies. 
They entered appearance and filed statements. 

2 . In the claim statement filed by the Union it is contended that 
during the days of emergency the workers in the reference were taken into 
custody on 6-1-1976 from the fac o y premises by the police and were reman 
ded to custody as per the order of the Chief Judicial vlagistrate, Tellicherry, 
andwere taken to Central Jail, Cannanore. While in jail they sent leave 
applications to the management. The management replied stating that they 
will be granted leave fron 6-1-1976 to 13-1-1976 and asked them to report 
for duty on 14-1-1976 and informed them that if they fail to report for duty 
within 8 days from 14-1-1976 , they will loose their lien . The union also 
wrute a letter to the management specifying the circumstances under which 
the workers were detained in prison and informed the management that 
union was taking steps to get them released and immediately after their 
release, they will report for duty . On 23-1-1976 the minagement issued 
another notice to the workers informing that they have lost their lien as they 
failed to report for duty before 22-1-1976 . On coming to know of the 
same, the wokers sent communication to the management stating that they 
could not report for duty within the time specified by th :managemeat for 
reasons beyond their control and th :y should be granted leave for the period 
they were in jail. But the management was apatheti : to their request. The 
workers were released from Jail on 26-2-1976 and they reported for duty on 
27-2-1976 but were denied work . After the liſting of the emergency the 
workers were taken back on 1-6-1971 as per the direction of the Cntral 
Government, but the workers were not paid the wages from 27-2-1976 to 
1-6-1977 during which period they were denied work illegally . They are 
entitled to wages for that period. Since the workers have been taken back , 
the relief for reinstatement is unnecessary . They pray for an award directing 
the management to give wages to the workers for the period from 27-2-1976 
to 31-5-1977 , both inclusive . 

3. Themanagement in the written statement contended that the case 
of denial of work from 27-2-1976 to 1-6-1977 is not correct because th y were 
not in employment of themanagement immediately prior to that period and 
there was no subsisting contract of employment, as the workers forfeit d their 
lien on employment since th :v overstayed the leave and 8 days thereafter 
till 23-1-1976 . On 13-1-1976 the management received a letter dated 
9-1-1976 from the Secretary or the Baliapatam Tile Workers Union stating 
that the 6 workers were arrested by the police on 6-1-1976 are remanded 
by the court to custody . The management granted leave to the workers 
for 7 days from 6-1-1976 to 13-1-1976 and requested the union to direct the 


workers to report for duty on 14-1-1976 . The union was further informed 
that if the workers continued to be absent and failcd to report for duty 
within 8 days and gave satisfactory explanation to the management about 
their in ability to return before the expiry of the leave, they would loose their 
lien on their appointment. On 15-1-1976 the management received individual 
application for leave stating that they h.ve been remanded to judicial custody 
till 20-1-1976 . The management informed that they have been gran ed leave 
up to 13-1-1976 and that they have to report for duty on 14-1-1976 . Tney 
were further inform :d that if they overstayed the leve granted beyond 8 clays 
without returning for daty and explain their inability to report for duty 
satisfactory they would loose their lien on employment. As the workers 
overstayed the sanctioned leave and 8 days thereafter and failed to report 
for duty on 22-1-1976 they lost their lien on employment. Tna : fact was 
communicted to the workers on 23-1-1976 . On 28-1-1976 the minagement 
received a letter dated 23-1-1976 informing that the judicial Migistrate had 
extended the period of rcmand from 21-1-1976 withoutmentioning the period 
for which chey were again remanded . The management had no knowledge 
when the workers will be released or whether they would be released at all . 
Hence the benefits due to them were remitted on 28-1-1976 by money order. 
On 17-2-1976 the workers informed the management that they still continued 
to be in custody and requesting the management to grant them leave till they 
were released from jail. As the lien on the employment have been terminated 
under Clause 10 of the Standing Orders, the question of sanctioning any leave 
did not arise . The workers approached themanagement for emplo mont on 
27-2-1976 after their release from jail; but as new persons were recruited in 
their place, they could not be given reinstatement. The management denies 
the allegation of unreasonable and illegal denial of work . The concerned 
wrkers are not workmzn within the meining of Industrial Disputes Act. 

There is no subsisting industrial dispute . The workers 
legally entitled tv wages from 27-2-76 to 1-6 - 77 as they were not in cmploy 
ment during that period . The management is not guilty of any unfair 
labour practices. The workers are not entitled to the wages as claimud . 

4. In the rejoinder filed by the Union reiterating their claim and 
denying the avermcnts in the written statcment of the management.

5. The issue referred to this court for adjudication is denial of cmploy . 
ment to the six workers with eflict from 27-2-1976 . 


6. Issue : It is admitted that the above workers have becn rcinstated 
with effect from 1-6-1977 as per a direction from the Central Government and 
as such in the claim statement of the union it is stated that the claim for 
reinstatcment has become unnecessary . Therefore , the question whether 
the workers are entitled to reinstatement docs not arisc for consideration at 
present. But the que tion that remains to be considered is whether the 
workers are cntitled to back -wages from 27-2-1976 the date on which they 
were denied employment till their reinstatement on 1-6-1977 .

7. That the workers are the employees of the management is admitted . 
The cåse of the union is that the six workers were arrested by the Balia . 
patam Police on 6-1-1976 from the factory premises_and were remanded 
to judicial custody by the Chief Judicial Magistrate, Tellicherry . It would 
appear tl at the union made an application for leave to the management on 
behalf of the six workers. Exhibit W1 is the letter by the management to 
the union nforming that the workers had been granted leave for 7 days from 
6-1-1976 to 13-1-1976 and requiring the workers to report for work on 
14-1-1976 . Exhibit W2 is another letter by the management dated 15-1 1976 
informing the union that the workers did not report for duy on 14-1-1976 , 
that they have not been granted leave from 14-1-1976 and requiring them to 
report for duty within 8 days from 14-1-1976 and give sati factory explana 
tion for their absence. They were further informed that if they failed to do 
so , they will loose their lien with effect from 23-1-1976 . Exbibit W3 is a litter 
by the union dated 29-1-1976 in reply to exhibit Wi informing the manage 
ment that the workers are in jail and that their absence is not wilful but for 
resons beyond their control and requesting the management not to take any 
stips against them . 

Exhibit W4 is the notice issued by the management 
in pursuance of Exhibit W2 and exhibit W5 is a similar notice published . 
Exhibit W7 is a letter dated 9-2-1976 by the first worker in the reference 
informing the management that he has been remanded to custody by the 
Chief Judicial Magistrate and that his absence is for reasons beyond his 
control and informing the management that he will report for duty immedi 
ately after his release from jail and further requesting that his absence 
during the period he was in Jail be treated as leave .

statement it is admitted that similar leave applications had been sent by the 
three workers. Exhibit W6 is the letter by the union to the District Labour 
Officer Cannanore , complaining about the denial of work to the six workers 
on 27-2-1976 by themariagement when they reported for duty after the 
release from Jail on 26-2-1976 . 
8. The of the workers is that they

from jail only on 26-2-1976 and immedi tely

day they reported for work , but were denied work by the management. 
The management 

does not deny 

the fact that the workers 
repored for duty on 27-2-1976 . That they were not given work is also 
admiited . But the case for the management is that they have ceased to be 
the employees under tle man gement and as such the fact that they were 
not given work will not amount to denial of work so as to entitle them to 
claim wages from 27-2-1976 to 31-5-1977 both inclusive . The management 
relies on clause 10 (2) f exhibit M1which is the Standing Orders which 
s ates tht" il the workmin re nains absent beyond the period of leave 
originally granted or subsequently extended, he shall loose his lien on his 
appointment unl ss (1 ) be retu ns within 8 days of the expiry of he leave 
and (2 ) gives explanation to the sa isfaction of the auihority granting leave 
of his inability to return before the expiry of the leave. In case the work 
man looses his lien on the appointment, he shall be entitled to be kept on 
the substitute list .” The case of the management is that the workers were 
gian.cd leave till 13-1-1976 and were required to report for duty on

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14-1-1976 as per exhibit Wi and since they did not report for duty they 
were further informed as per exibit W2 to report for duty within 3 days 
from 14-1-1976 and give satisfactory explanation for their ab ence . Since 
the workers did not report fo duty on 22-1-1976 , the management contends 
that they lost their lien as per the above clause . The absence of the 
workers was nou due to their default or negligence , but for re sons beyond 
their control as could be seen from exhibits W1 to W7, in that they were 
taken in to custody by the police on 6-1-1976 and were remanded in to 
Judicial custody by the Chief Judicial Magistrate, Tellicherry . They were 
released only on 26-2-1976 . As per exhibit W3 the union had informed the 
management the circumstances under which they could not report for duty . 
As per exhibit W7 the first worker had requested for grant of leave of his 
absence till he is released from jail. Receipt of similar applicantions by 
three workers is admitted . In spite of that the management proceded on 
the basis of clause 10 (2 ) of the standing Orders and declared that the 
workers had lost their lien . The absence of the workers was for reasons 
beyond their control and unconnected with any controversy between the 
Labour and the Management. It is also admitted that the workers 
reported for duty on 27-2-1976 but were not given any work . That the 
workers were reinstated with effect from 1-6-1977 has been found by me 
earlier. In view of the circumstances under which the workers were prev 
ented from reporting for duty as required by themanagement, the provisions 
in clause 10 (2 ) of exhibit Mi cannot be held to be applicable to the facts 
of this case so as to hold that the workers ! :: their lien in the employment. 
It is not the case of the management that the workers h.ve no leave to their 
credit either with pay or without pay till 27-2-1976 . Assuch the action of the 
management in declaring that the workers lost their lien amounts to unfair 
labour practices. Therefore, the denial of einployment to the workers on 
27-2-1976 and thereafter till 1-6-1977 cannot be held to be proper and justi 
fiable . Therefore , the workers are entitled to their wages from 27-2-1976 
to 31-5-1977 both inclusive. For the above reasons I make the award hold 
ing that the question of reinstatement does not arisc at present and that the 
workers are entitled to their wages from 27-2-1976 to 31-5-1977 both 
inclusive .

Explanatory Note - The terms “ Producer” , “ Director " , " Cinemato 

grapher " , " Actor” , “ Actress ” , “ Child Artiste" , “ Story Writer " , 

Screen Play Writer " , " Lyric Writer " , “ Music Director" , 
“ Play -Back -Singer ” , “ Film Éditor " and " Art Director " used 
in these rules will be construed as referring to the “ Producer" . 
" Director " , “ Cameraman " , " Actor" , " Actress" , " Story 
Writer . « Screen Play Writer" , " Lyric Writer" , " Music 
Director” , " Play -Back -Singer" , " Film Editor" " Art Director" , 
and sound Recorder as the case may be, as given in the credit 
titles of the film entered in the competition duly certified by 
the Central Board of Film Censors. The term " Music" in 
the case of Music Direction will include back -ground music as 
well as songs, if any. The term Child -Artiste refers to one 

under sixteen years of age. 
II . ( 1) There will be a Judging Committee (hereinafter called the 
Committee) to examine and select the best films, artistes and technicians 
who are to be given awards. 

(2 ) “ The Committee will consist of seven members, including the 
Chairman . The term of the non -official members of the Committee will be 
three months from the date of constitution of the Committee. The Director 
of Public Relations or his nominee from the Public Relations Department 
will represent the Government in the Committee and will function as the 
member Secretary of the Committee. Th : other six noa -olicial members 
including the Chairman , to be nominated by the Government, will be 
persons who are distinguished in the field of inotion picture, art, culture, 
literature or aesthetics" . 

( 3 ) If the Chairman of the Judging Committee finds it inconvenient 
to attend two or more meetings of the committee , the committee will have 
the power to clcct a working Chairman. 

(4). The quorum of the Committee shall be more than hall the 
number of members. 

(5 ) No person who has a share in the production or distribution of 
any film entered for the awards shall be a member of the Committee . 
(6 ) The awards will be decided by the Government 

on the 
recoinmendation of the Judging Committee. The Committee will make 
their recommendations to Government. 


. 


(7) , The decisionsof the Government of Kerala will be final in 
respect of the Awards and of interpretation of these Rules and no appeal 
shall lie against them . 

(8 ) A person who participates in the Kerala State Awards for 
Malayalam Films under these rules shall be deemed to have accepted these 
rules. 

III . The Director of Public Relations will arrange the screening of 
films at a public or private theatre for the Judges to examine the quality of 
films and the efficiency of artistes , producers, directors and technicians. 
The Director of Public Relations, may, at his discretion utilise the screening 
of films for the Judging Committee as a film festival and allow public entry 
into the theatre on a nominal charge. The entrants to the Award contest 
shall have no right to raise objections to the exhibition of films in public by 
ticket system . 

IV . (1 ) Entries for the awards will be invited every year by the Director 
of Public Relations by a date to be specified in a notification to be published 
in the Kerala Government Gazette . 

(2 ) Only films in respect of which censor s certificate were issued in 
the calendar year will be eligible for entry. 

(3) The application for entry shall be in the prescribed form which 
will be sent to the interested parties by the Director of Public Relations on 
request in writing. The price of each application form will be Re. 1 which 
may be remitted by money order or paid in cash . 

(4) . The applications for entry will be addressed to the Director of 
Public Relations and should reach him before the time and date specified 
in the notification . 

(5) Separate application should be sent in respect of cach entry. 

(6 ) The following , should also be sent to the Director, Public 
Relations simultaneously with the forwarding of the application : 

(a ) A new print of the film entered . 
(b ) Twenty copies of the songs. Names of the Music Director , 

Lyric Writer and Playback artiste should be mentioned in 

the case of each song separately . 
(c) 20 copies of the synopsis of the story . The synopsis should 

remain within about two typed pages. 
(d ) 20 typed copies of the caste mentioning the respective role 

against cach Artists. 
(c) 20 still photograghs pertaining to the scenes and characters in 

the film . 
(f) 20 copies of brochure, if avy, and 20 copies of posters if 

available, 
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(g ) Two certified copies of the credits as they appear in the 

film . 
(h ) Certified true copy of Certificate izsued by the Central Board 

of Film Censon . 
(7 ) All transport costs on the consignment and return of the film 
and publicity materials will be payable by the entrant. 

(8) All films will be submitted at the owner s risk and while the 
Government of Kerala will take all reasonable care of the film submitted , 
it will not be responsible for any loss or damage to the film while in their 
possession . 

( 9) The decision of the Government of Kerala whether a film is 
eligible to be entered for the awards and whether any film is a feature film , 
children s film or documentary film , and whether a film comes under the 
category of “ completely shot in Kerala " for the purpose of entry for the 
awards will be final. 

(10) Entries entered in one category sball not be eligible for entry in 
another category . 

( 11) No award will be given in a category for which the number of 
entries received is less than two. 

(12 ) If a particular award is given to more than one person the cash 
award will be shared equally by them . 

( 13 ) A film which is a dubbed version or a retake or any adaptation 
of a film produced in another language which has won an award for films 
shall not be considered for the awards under these rules. The entrant shall 
certify that the film is not a dubbed version or retake or adaptation as 
aforesaid . 

(14) The Comunittee shall have the discretion not to recommend the 
grantof any particular award . 

(15 ) The Committee shald have the discretion to recommend a 
special Award of Rs. 10,000 , a replica and a certificate to outstanding 
brilliance in any aspect of cinematic Art in the filmis screened before the 
Committee . 

(16 ) Canvassing in any form shall make the entry invalid and 
shall disqualify it for awards. 

(17 ) The last date of entry may be relaxed at the discretion of 
Government of Kerala in exceptional cases. 

V ( 1) The awards shall be presented to the winners at a function 
which will be held at such place and on such date as the State Government 
may determine. 

(2) The award winnen shall receive the awards in person at the 
function or they shall receive it from the Director of Public Relations on 
any working day within one month after the day of the function . If they 
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fail to do so the award will be sent to the respective winners by registered 
post 

( 3) In case documentary films produced by the State Government 
are entered for the competition the Government representative in the 
Committee should not exercise their voting rights when the final selections 
made. 


VI (1) Government shall be entitled to retain one print of the film which 
receives an award . The prints so retained will be given to the Kerala State 
Film Development Corporation Limited who will reimburse to the Producer 
the cost of the print viz . cost of raw materials and processing charges 
reimbursement being made only if a brand new print is made available 
within three months from the date of announcement of the awards. If a 
brand new print is not supplied to the Director of Public Relations within 
three months of the announcement of the awards then no reimbursement will 
be made and the print entered for the award will be retained by the Govern 
ment without any compensation to the Producer. 

( 2) The Government shall also retain the right to sereen such films 
with or without tickets in connection with functions organised by 
Government.

THE COMPANIES (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE , 1979 

(No. 9 OF 1979 ) 


Promulgated by the President in the Thirtieth Year of the Republic of 
India . 

An Ordinance further to amend the Companies Act, 1956 . 

WHEREAS the House of the People has been dissolved and the Council 
of States is not in session and the President is satisted that circumstances 
exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate action ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conſerred by clause (1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Ordinance may be called 
the Companies (Amendoen ) Ordinance, 1979 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once . 

2. Amendment of section 293A . - In scction 293 A of the Companies 
Act, 1956 ( 1 of 1956 ), - 

(i) in sub -section (1), for the words " contribute any amount or 
amounts" , the words " make any contribution shall be substituted ; 
G , 1750

(ii) after sub - section (2 ), the following sub -sections shall be 
inserted , namely : 

“ ( 3) If any member or office-bearer of a political party or 
any other person receives from any company, whether direc ly. " I 
ind rectly, any contributi in t a politicil party , or for 
purposes, in contravention of the provisions of this section , he 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 

may 
extend to three years and shall also be liable to fine . 

( 4) If a company or any officer thereof, directly or indirectly , 
renders assistance, in any form , to an individual or body to erable 
such individual or body to make contribution , or to obtain reim 
bursement for contribution made, to a political party or for any 
political purpose , then , 

(i) the company shall be punishable with fine which may 
extend to five thousand rupees ; and 

(ii ) every officer of the company who renders, or autho 
rises, such assistance shall be punishable with imprisonment 
for a term which may extend to three years and shall also be 
liable to fine. 

(5) For the purposes of sub -sections (1), (2), (3) and (4), 
contribution by a company to a political party, or for political 
purposes, includes 
(i) every director 

indirect donation , subscription or 
other payment, or provision of any service or assistance, in 
whatever form , made, or given , or caused to be made or given , 
by the company to such political party or for such political 
purposes ; 
( ii ) every donation , subscription or 

other payment, or 
provision of any service or assistance, made or given , or caused 
to be made or given , by, or on behalf of, the company or on 
its account, to any indi iJual or body , who, or which , to the 
knowledge of the company, is carrying on , or proposing to 
carry on , any activities which can , at the timeat which such 
donation , subscription , other payment, or provision of any 
service or assistance, is made or given , or caused to be n ade 
or given , be reasonably regarded as likely to affect public 
support for such poli ical party or any other political party or 
political purpose supportei by such political party . 

Explanation . - Every expenditure incurred , whether directly 
or indirectly , by a compaay on advertisement in any souvenir , 
brochure, pamphlet or the like , published by or on behall of, 
a political party shall be deemed , for the purposes of this 
section , to be a contribution for political purposes . 
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( 6) Nothing in Chapter XXXVI of the Code of Crimina . 
Procedure, 1973 (2 of 1974 ) shall apply to 

(i) any offen e punishable under thls sectio :1 ; or 

( ii ) any o her offence , which under the provisio :us of 
that Code may be iried along with an oHence under this 

section , 
and every offence referred to in clause (i) or clause ( ii ) may be 
taken cognizance of by the Court h.ving jurisdiction as if the 
provisions of that Code were not enacted .” .

JUDGMENT 
Gupta, J. 

This is an appeal under section 116 - A of the Representation of thc 
People Act, 1951 . 


The election of the appellant to Lok Sabha from Manjeri Parliamentary 
Constituency in Kerala was declared void by the High Court of Kerala at 
Ernakulam on an election petition presented on May 3, 1977 by the first 
respondent who was an elector in that constituency on the ground that the 
returned candidate was guilty of corrupt practice mentioned in subsection 
(3A ) of section 123 of the Act. The appellant was a candidate of the Muslim 
League ; the second respondent before us contested the election as a nomince 
of a dissident group of the Muslim League described as “ Muslim League 
(Opposition )" supported by, as stated in the election petition , “ Janata 
Party and Marxist Party " . 

Section 123 (3A ) reads: 

" 123. Corrupt practices. The following shall be deemed to be corrupt 
practices for the purposes of this Act: 


(3A) The promotion of, or attempt to promote, feelings of enmity or 
hatred between different classes of the citizens of India on grounds of 
religion , race, caste, community, or language, by a candidate or his 
agent or any other person with the consent of a candidate or his election 
agent for the furtherance of the prospects of the election of that candi 

date or for prejudicially affecting the election of any candidate." 
It is said that during the election campaign the appellantmade a speech in 
English at a place called Pullickal within the said constituency and a report 
of this speech translated into Malayalam appeared in the local daily 
CHANDRIKA in its issue of March 17, 1977 which, it is alleged , falls with 
in the mischief of section 123 (3A ). The election petition contains several 
other allegations but as the decision of the High Court is based on this 
ground only, it is not necessary to refer to them . As already stated , the 
report of the speech (Ext. P - 6 ) is a translated version in Malayalam of the 
substance of the speech delivered in English . 
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Mr. Nariman appearing for the appellant contended that as the full taxt 
of the speech was not available, it would be unsafe to draw any conclusion 
from the speech as reported : This contention which was also raised before 
the High Court is in our opinion , adequately answered in the impugned 
judgement. 


The High Court says : 


" It is true that Ext. P - 6 does not purport to contain the full speech , 
but the important aspect which has to be noted is that no contention 
has been raised in the written statement to the effect that there were 
other portions in the speech of the first respondent which mitigated 
the evil contained in Ext. P - 6 ....When the 1st respondent gave 
evidence as R. W. I there was not even a distant suggestion that 
for want of production of the entire speech Ext. P - 6 could not be relied 
on . Again , when the petitioner gave evidence as P. W. 1 no question 
was asked to him regarding the other matters, if any , spoken by the 

first respondent." 
The first respondent in High Court is the appellant before us. In this affida 
vit answering the allegations made in the election petition, the appellant 
admits that though it was not possible for him " at this distance of time to 
recall ” what exactly he had stated in the speech , " the reporter s version of 
the speech does more or less tally " with the views expressed by the 
appellant in the meeting . We are therefore unable to agree that the report 
of the speech Ext. P - 6 . cannot be relied on . 

The speech as reported in CHANDRIKA is as follows: 

“ The Indian Union Muslim League President, Suleiman Sait said at 
Pullickal today that the Society will never forgive the anti -religious 
league people . It is because these people had helped the Jansangh 
which had killed many Muslims in Northern India and at Tellicherry 
and had burnt the Sacred mosques. There people have also been 
leading the poor Muslims towards the camp of communal reactionaries 
and therefore society can never forgive them . 

He said that these anti-religious people were by spreading lies and 
false propaganda blackening the faces of the leaders and giving away 
the secrets of our society to Marxists and the Hindu leaders. He 
remainded the anti-religious league that by doing this they were 
destroying that institution which was fed and brought up by Merhyum 
Khaode Millat Ismail Sahaib and Bafaki Thangal. 

He continued that Janatha Party, which is formed under the 
guidance of Jansangh is an orphanage of all those political leaders 
who did not secure any seats or who had separated from their original 
party. These parties, he said, will not be allowed to see the assembly 
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or parliament. He made it very clear that the anti-religious parties 
must not entertain the fact hopes of securing the votes of any Muslim , 
in whose head the Islam s blood was flowing 

... 
Janab Sait Sahib was addressing a large gathering at the public 
meeting of the united front held at Pullickal. The meeting was presided 
over by Charukovu Panchayat President P. P. AbdulGafoor Moulavi. 

The meeting was inaugurated by P. P. Ummarkoya." 
Mr.Nariman submitted that it was necessary to ascertain the true scope and 
effect of sub-section (3A ) of section 123 before considering whether the speech 
fell within the mischief of that sub -section and for that purpose, according 
to Mr. Nariman , section 123 (3A ) must be read with section 125 of the Act. 
Part VII of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 deals with " Corrupt 
Practices and ElectoralOffences" . Section 123 is in Chapter I of Part VII 
which catalogues the Corrupt Practices and section 125 is in Chapter III of 
that part which lists the Electoral Offences. Section 125 provides: 

" 125. Promoting enmity between classes in connection with election . - Any 
person who in connection with an election under this Act, promotes or 
attempts to promote on grounds of religion , race, caste, community or 
language, feelings of enmity or hatred , between different classes of the 
citizens of India shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 

may extend to three years, or with fine, or with both ." 
It is true that the act that is called a corrupt practices in section 123 ( 3A ) is 
also what constitutes an electoral offence under section 125 but to attract 
123 (3A ) the act must be done by the candidate or his agent or any other 
person with the consent of the candidate or his agent, and for the further 
ance of the election of that candidate or for prejudicially affecting the election 
of any candidate, but under section 125 any person is punishable who is 
guilty of such an act and the motive behind the act is not stated to be an 
ingredient of the offence. We do not find any reason why the two provisions 
section 123 (3A ) and section 125, must be read together to ascertain thescope 
and effect of section 123 (3A ). Mr. Nariman s contention is that reading 
section 123 (3A ) in the light of section 125 we should hold that incitement to 
violence or likelihood of public disorder is one of the requirements of the 
corrupt practice mentioned in section 123 (3A ) and that in the absence of 
any evidence in this case on that aspect the corrupt practice alleged against 
the appellant cannot be said to have been established . Mr. Nariman referred 
to Kedar Nath Singh v . State of Bihart in support of his contention . In Kedar 
Nath s . case in order to s ve section 124 A of the Indian Penal Code, 
(which makes sedition an offence) from being questioned as infringing the 
freedom of speech and expression guaranteed by the constitution , this Court 
limited the application of the provision to acts involving in ention or tedency 
to create disorder, or disturbance of law and order, or incitement to violence. 
Whether the electoral offence mentioned in section 125 of the Act should be 
read as requiring a similar ingredient does not arise for consideration in this 
case ; in our opinion the provisions of section 125 are not relevant to ascertain 
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the scope and application ofsection 123 ( 3A ) . As to whether section 123 (3A ) 
can be impugned on the ground that it violates article 19 ( 1) (a ) of the 
Constitution , the question has been answered in Jumuna Prasad Mukhariya 
and others v. Lachhi Ram and others. In that case this court overruled the 
contention that sections 123 (5 ) and 124 (5 ) of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1951, as the provisions stood at the time, were ultra vires Article 
19.(1) (a) of the Constitution. Section 124 (5) which made " systematic 
appeal to vote or refrain from voting on grounds of caste, race, community 
or religion " a minor corrupt practice is similar to section 123 (3A ) of the 
Act as it stands now . Bose J. speaking for the Court in Jumuna Prasad s 
case observed : “ These laws do not stop a man from speaking. They merely 
prescribe conditions which must be observed if he wants to enter Parliament. 
The right to stand as a candidate and contest an election is not a common 
law right. It is a special right created by statute and can only be exercised 
on the conditions laid down by the statute. The Fundamental Rights 
chapter has no bearing on a right like this created by statute. The appel 
lant have no fundamental right to be elected members of Parliament. If 
they want that they must observe the rules. If they prefer to exercise their 
right of free speech outside these rules , the impugned sections do not stop 
them . We hold that these sections are intra vires." We are therefore unable 
to accept the constructions of section 123 (3A ) as suggested by Mr. Nariman. 

Mr. Nariman s next contention was that a political party could not be 
described as a " class" in the sense in which the expression classes of the 
citizens of India " has been used in section 123 (3A ), that whatever the 
appellant had said in his speech was directed against a political party, 
Muslim League (Opposition ), and therefore the speech did not fall within the 
mischief of that provisions. Wedo not find it necessary to consider whether 
a political party is a class within the meaning of section 123 (3A ). The 
question for decision is whether the speech delivered by the appellant pro 
moted or attempted to promote feelings of enmity or hatred between different 
classes of the citizens of India on the ground of religion . A speech , though 
its immediate target is a political party, may yet be such as to promote 
feelings of enmity or hatred between different classes of citizens. It is 
the likely effect of the speech on the veters that has to be considered . We 
also find no substance in another contention urged by Mr. Nariman that 
section 123 (3A) was inapplicable to this case because the appellant and the 
candidate of the Muslim League (Opposition ) were both Muslims. This 
Court in Kultar Singh v. Mukhtier Singhe held that a corrupt practice under 
section 123 " can be committed by a candidate by appealing to the voters to 
vote for him on the ground of his religion even though his rival candidate 
may belong to the same religion ” . 

The following portions of the speech reproduced above have been alleged 
as objectionable: 

The first paragraph of the speech as reported contains a statement that 
the society will not forgive the anti-religious League. People , meaning the 
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Muslim League (Opposition ), because oftheir alliance with Jansangh that 
had killed many Muslims in Northern India and also at Tellicherry and had 
burnt mosques and , further , that these people had been driving the poor 
Muslims to the camp of the communal reactionaries. In the second 
paragraph of the report, it is alleged that these anti-religious people were 
giving away the secrets of " our society " to " Marxists and Hindu leaders" . 
The third paragraph states that the speaker made it clear that these anti 
religious partion must not entertain the hope of securing the votes of Muslims 
" in whose head the Islam s blood was flowing" . Mr. Nariman submitted 
that the allegations as regards the killing of Muslims and the burning of 
mosques were based on facts and he referred to the report of the Commission 
of Inquiry that investigated the facts relating to the disturbances which took 
place in Tellicherry in 1971. In our opinion truth is not an answer to a 
charge of corrupt practice under section 123 ( 3A ) ; -what is relevant is whether 
the speech promoted or sought to promote feelings of enmity or hatred as 
mentioned in that provision. If it is found that this- was so , than it is im 
material whether what was said was based on facts or not, especially when 
in this case the events mentioned occurred years ago . 

Turning now to the speech, the allegations of killing of Muslims and 
burning ofmosques appear to have been made against Jansangh which is a 
political party 

It is not claimed that this is a party whose membership is 
restricted to Hindus only . The members of the Muslim League (Opposition ) 
are described as " anti-religious people” but as held by this Court in Kanti 
Prasad Jayshanker. Yagnik v. Purushottamdas Ranchhoddas Patel and others the 
law does not place any bar on describing a party as irreligious. Then it is 
said that these people were " giving away the " secrets" of the Muslim society 
to " Marxist and the Hindu leaders" . It is not clear what was the nature of 
the " secrets" which were being passed on to the Hindu leaders and to the 
Marxists. It is to be noted that the recipients of the information were not 
only the Hindu leaders but the Marxists as well. The speech appears to 
have ended with the assertion expressed in rather high flown language that 
the anti-religious parties had no hopes of securing the vote of any Muslim 
" in whose head the Islam s blood was flowing" : 

Reading the speech as a whole it cannot be denied that its tone is 
communal, but in this country communal parties are allowed to function in 
politics. That being so, how an appeal to the voters, such as the one made 
in the speech in question, should be viewed in the context of corrupt practices 
mentioned in the Act, has been explained by Gajendragadkar, C. J. speaking 
for the Court in Kultar Singh v. Mukhtiar Singh " : 

" It is well-known that there are several parties in this country which 
subscribe to different political and economic ideologies, but the member 
ship of them is either confined to , or predominantly held by , members 
of particular communities or religions. So long as law does not prohibit 
the formation of such parties and in fact recognises them for the purpose 
of clection and parliamentary life, it would be necessary to remember 
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that an appeal made by such candidates of such parties for votes may, if 
successful, lead to their election and in an indirect way , may concei 
vably be influenced by considerations of religion , race, caste, community 
or language. This infirmity cannot perhaps be avoided so long as 
parties are allowed to function and are recognised , though their compo 
sition may be predominantly based on membership of particular 
communities or religion " . 

To indicate the effect of the speech on the minds of the ordinary voters, 
the election petitioner examined two witnesses, P.W.2 and P. W.4. P. W.2 
P. C. Mohammed said that after listening to the appellant s speech , " the 
Muslim voters looked with hatred at those people who stood against them " . 
But when questioned as to which sentence in the speech attempted to pro 
mote the feeling of hatred , the witness referred to the first sentence and 
he himself went on to say that " what the sentence really means is that it is 
not proper to unite with Jansangh " . P. W. 4 Hidre also said in thebegin 
ning that the speech was " intended to destroy communal harmony " , but 
he himself admitted later in his testimony that the only effect of the speech 
was that after the meeting people were saying that " the Opposition League 
candidate must be defeated . Itseems to us that the speech sought to 
criticise the wrong policy of the Muslim League (Opposition ) in aligning with 
parties that were allegedly responsible for atrocities against the Muslims and 
not just to emphasise the atrocities. In our opinion it cannot be said that 
the speech falls within the mischief of section 123 (3A ) of the Act; we have 
reached this conclusion keeping in mind the well established principle that 
the allegation of corrupt practice must be proved beyond reasonable doubt. 
The appeal is allowed with costs and the election petition is dismissed .
